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The following C~3 Information was obtained from a 
confidential USFA informant who ie a Hungarian monarch* 
let refugee well known to Otto yon HABSflBRG. 

Cn 25 October *1949 Informant received a letter from 
Otto asking him to coma to Parle to give hie opinion on 
the activities of certain Hungarian refugees living in 
the wench and US Zones of Austria, who had expressed 
their dissatisfaction with the activities of the Hunger* 
lan Committee in New York. These individuals were atteqp* 
ting to form a "Counter" Committee under the leadership 
of Otte* 

Informant arrived in Paris on 5 ’November 1949. He 
went immediately to Otto's apertmmt on 16 Rue da l'Slysee. 
He was Immediately taken to Otto, who told him that he had 
received a visit from one Dr. Liklos LAZAR, living at 
Steyr* Land Upper Austria, who had proposed to Otto the 
organization of a new Hungarian Committee under Otto's 
leadership and with the support of the French Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs* Also with LAZAR were General Andras 
ZAKG, living In INNSBRUCK, former Captain Miklos KORPQHAY, 
and uount Joeztf PALfFY. „ 

Inf or man allegedly told Otto that, since he (Otto) 
enjoys asylum in the United States, and since so much has 
bean dona for Hungarians by the US Government) it would 
neither be advisable nor fair to associate with people of 
dubious background who In no way represent the best int- 
erests of the Hungarian emigres. Otto directed Informant 
to return to the US Zone of Austria* contact prominent Hun- 
garian personalities like Istvan RI&tNKLVICS, and Inform 
them that should anyone pretend to be acting on behalf of. 
Otto, that person should be told that hit claim was not 
true and that Otto would not lend his name to any new Hun- 
garian refugee organization* 

Additional C-3 information was obtained from a Hungar- 
ian businessman who recently returned to Salzburg from an 
extended business trip in France, Switzerland and Germany. 

This Informant states that between 4 and 12 November 
1949-a group of * refugees from the French and 

US Zones of Austria went to Paris to confer with Otto von 
KA3SBURG and with high-ranking personalities of the French 
ilnistry of Foreign Affairs and the French General Staff* 
This group was headed by former Hungarian • General 2A£G, 
wartime Hungarian Intelligence chief* Other members of 
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this group vere Captain Liicloe KQRPGNAY and Dr. Uiklos 
LAZAR, formerly owner of the Hungarian liberal newspaper 
"A Reggel w (The horning), a rather questionable publica- 
tion. . According to unconfirmed inf or oat ion, LAZAR made 
his living by accepting bribes for not publishing con 5 >- 
romiaing articles. Purposes for ZAKO *8 visit to Paris 
were as follows; 

a. To convince liberal and conservative circles in 
Paris that he and his followers do not pursue an extreme 
rightist policy. &&0 attempted to prove this through the 
presence of the liberal LAZAR, allegedly hie political ad- 
visor. LAZAR later stated to Trench officers that he was 
the liaison man between the Americans and ZAKO, that he 
has contacts in high American military and intelligence 
circles, and that the Americana favor ZAKO as the future 
leader of a possible refugee army. 

b. To establish a closer contact with Otto and to 
gain his support in a possible struggle against the Hun- 
garian Committee in hew York*

c. To confer with the french General Staff concern-^ 
ing the use of ZAKO and his organization in the french In- 
telligence Service. ZAKO emphasized to the french that 
Hungary and France 'had never had a war, since no official 
declaration of war took place. ZAKO also reminded the 
french that with his help many former Hungarian gendaro- 
erie officers "had Joined the french Foreign Legion, and 
requested that these Hungarian officers be assigned to 
special unite which, in the event of war, should be placed 
under hio command. ZAKO allegedly obtained from the French 
the assurance that he would very soon receive the sum of 
three million francs, which is to be used in the expansion 
of french intelligence activities in Hungary and the rest 
of Europe • 

It is further reported that 2AKO and his friend# 
contacted Lajos iAJIXJ-fcEuETK, a former member of the Hung- 
arian parliament, who v.as recently appointed by the Hungar- 
ian Committee in New York as their European representative 
in military matters. ZAKO attempted to prove hie good in- 
tentions to KAJDb-NEaaETH, who was at first reluctant to 
listen to him but later allegedly changed his attitude*
